In order to secure a stronger and 
more tightly knit organization a 
committee composed of seven mas- 
ter-members worked out a plan 
which all students must follow in 
order 'o become a master-member 
of the club. 

Eaci girl must spend Hv* hours 
working on a major production, or 
attending make-up classes, or 
working in the scene «hop, in «*•- 
tumes, or in publicity. Upon com- 
pletion of five hours the student 
en becomes an apprentice. 
The apprentice is required to 
work thirty hours in order to be- 
come a master-member. Twenty- 
five of the*" thirty hours may be 
spent In working on major produc- 
tions, helping on various commit- 
tees, or participating in a play. It 
is required that a minimum of five 
hours must be spent on scene shop 
work, and five hours must be spent 
on business and publicity. A cer- 
tain number of points will be given 
to each girl according to her abili- 
ty attitude, dependability, and co- 
operation. The remaining five hours 
may be spent In a relative field 
such as participation on a radio 
program, a public performance 
with the Concert Dance Club, ac- 
tual participation on a convocation 
or an assembly program, and work 
on any benefit. 

Hours and points will be re- 
corded on special check sheets, and 
an individual file will be kept on 
the work of each apprentice. When 
the apprentice completes her total 
thirty-five hours, her name for 
master-membership will be submit- 
ted to a committee who will pass 
\fpon her record.

Honor System 

What does the Honor System at 
Mary Washington mean to you? 
Is it merely a formality which you 
acknowledge as part of the cam- 
pus life, or do you view it as spirit- 
ual and a way of life ? The Honor 
Code should be an intrinsic portion 
of our life on campus as well as 
later life. It is an ennobling thing, 
a refinement of the spirit and a 
constant challenge. This challenge 
consists of seeing that this tra- 
ditional system is carried on in the 
idealistic and enriching manner in 
which it has existed for one hun- 
dred and six years at the Univer- 
sity of Virginia. We could have in- 
herited no gift from the University 
so rich in content as the Hdhor 
System. 

Basically the Honor System re- 
quires that a man or woman shall 
act honorably in all phases and 
relations of student life. Lying, 
cheating, stealing or breaking one's 
word of honor are infringements 
of the Honor Code and result in dis- 
missal from the college. 

Naturally, in the ideal, the most 
desirable pattern is the entire ab- 
sence of Honor Code infringements. 
In reality, however, this end is not 
accomplished.

''What's new?" is an age-old question that finds devoted 
and interested listeners in all times. It is the foremost aim of 
a good newspaper to present the current news as accurately 
and interestingly as possible. Putting out any newspaper 
is a complicated and involved process calling for long hours 
and hard work and it is almost doubly hard to put out a gooc 
college paper because of the extreme lack of available time 
and ready cash. It is therefore, highly necessary that al 
parts of the process be as well coordinated as a precision 
machine. All members of the staff from the circulation 
department to the editor-in-chief must have the interest of 
the paper close at heart. 

There is where the reader does her part. In order to pre 
sent a more 'up-to-date, mature newspaper, one which pro- 
motes worthwhile projects fearlessly and competently, it is 
imperative that the editors be allowed to work with almost 
complete freedom. We are grown women, for the most part, 
in the eyes of the world and we feel that our judgment 
should be respected. To alleviate the school and administra- 
tion from the necessity of upholding all our standards, we 
must be independent. Independence in America, is a watch- 
word to be protected or established at the cost of lives if 
necessary. The "Bullet," however, feels that an understand- 
ing can be maintained between the off-spring and the mother, 
throughout the whole drawn-out process of breaking away 
In the spring of 1948 the student body voted to aid the staff 
of the "Bullet" in this endeavor, by each member's pledging 
to buy the "Bullet" for the reduced price of $1.00 a year. 
To insure the success of this plan, no person in the student 
body can afford to back down. The cooperation of every 
member is needed desparately. 

It goes without saying that this miracle of "freedom of the 

press" will not be wrought in a day — or even a year but 

the tree springs only from the seed and if our "dollar-a- 
year-for-freedom plan is carried out this year, the seed will 
have been planted. The freedom seed is a hardy one. Once 
imbedded firmly in the soil it never dies except by the 
"dis — " of disease, disuse, disinterest and disinclination to 
fight for what is right.

student believes that a breach of 
honor has been committed, she 
should, with another student if 
possible, investigate the matter 
with as much secrecy and dis- 
patch as possible. After investi- 
gation, if the student is believed 
to be guilty, she should be con- 
fronted and an explanation of her 
conduct be demanded. If the in- 
vestigators believe her guilty they 
may offer the student two alter- 
natives: 1. To leave the college 
immediately or 2. To appeal her 
case to the Honor Council. In 
either case, the chairman of the 
Honor Council should be notified 
at once, either to convene the 
Honor Council for trial, or to 
recoiU the dismissal. 

In no way is/ the reporting of 
an Honor offense to be regarded as 
tale-bearing. If we are to pre- 
serve the Honor System, enforce- 
ment of the system must prevail. 

Perhaps the most important fac- 
tor of the Honor System, beyond 
its basic essence, is the fact that 
it is entirely student governed. 
Honor matters are student investi- 
gated and student judged. The 
Honor Council is composed of the 
four class presidents and the 
House President of the dormitory 
of the offender. In off-campus 
cases the off-campus representa- 
tive to student government shall 
comprise the fifth member. Pour 
of the five members determine the 
verdict, and from the Honor Coun- 
cil there shall be no appeal. 

The Honor System makes us 
women rather than children, strong 
rather than weak and honorable 
rather than dishonorable. It is a 
double test of strength in that 
there can be no real virtue where 
there is no opportunity for vice. 

Perhaps one of the best defini- 
tions of Honor is: "Honor is what 
you are when no one is looking." 
Let us then realize what Honor 
itself means and be proud of our 
heritage from the University of 
Virginia.

'Where can I cash a check? Is 
there any place where I can leave 
my money for safekeeping so 
that I won't have to carry it around 
in my purse ? How about the pay- 
ment of college fees ?" The answers 
to these, Miss Freshman, are sup- 
plied by Mr. Edgar E. Woodward, 
the college treasurer, whose office 
is on the first floor of George 
Washington Hall. 

So that students need not keep 
large sums of money in their pos- 
session, the Treasurer's Office of- 
fers a service called the Student 
Deposit Fund, which operates very 
much as does a savings bank ac- 
count. A student who wishes to 
do so may deposit money in the 
fund, either in person or by mail, 
and she will be given a pass book 
to indicate the balance to her cre- 
dit. When she wishes to withdraw 
money from her account she will 
make out withdrawal slips and pre- 
sent them, together with her pass 
book, at the treasurer's office. 

The treasurer will be glad to 
cash a student's checks if he is 
supplied with a letter of recom- 
mendation by an officer of the 
bank in which she keeps her check- 
ing account.

Library Adds 
Wide Variety 

"Music and Women" is not only 
the title of this article, but it is 
the title of a new and fascinating 
book in our library. This book by 
Sophia Drinker should be of great 
interest and inspiration to anyone 
majoring or minoring in music and, 
by the size of the first year har- 
mony class, there seems to be a 
lot of women interested in music. 
Miss Drinker became interested in 
such questions as "Had anyone 
analyzed early women's dirges? 
Did ladies in medieval castles mere- 
ly repeat songs improvised by men 
or did they evolve songs of their 
own? In modern times did Ameri- 
can women play instruments with 
men in such musical groups as the 
Boston Flute Players Club?" With 
the answers to these and many 
more questions on hand, she began 
to compile this book, using numer- 
ous illustrations. Miss Drinker 
started with the primitives and 
found rock paintings showing wo- 
men musicians, and discovered 
myths and legends about the musi- 
cal activities of hundreds of god- 
desses and other feminine spirits — 
symbols and reflections of women 
in real life, proof that women par- 
ticipated in music in the early or- 
ganized groups of Christ's fol- 
lowers. When Miss Drinker had 
finished her research, she had de- 
scriptions of women musicians 
from medieval times to the mod- 
ern age and musical scores demon- 
strating the character of a large 
number of women's compositions. 
Thus she showed that "the music 
idea is not Masculine." 



Inexpensive Decorating 
Key To Smart Room 



Few places seem so bare and* 
dismal to a newly-arrived fresh- 
man as does the dorm room that 
is to be her home for long months.
